Andrew G. Haley, general coun- 
el for the International Autronau- 
t.cal Federation, said if Russia gets 
the pictures, it will have achieved 
two of the three steps required for 
legal claim. 

The first step was taken, he said, 
when the Russian’s claimed to have 
implanted their pennant on the 
moon. This, Haley said. fulfilled 
the requirement for placing a sym- 
bol on the property desired. 

Haley described the second re- 
quirement as to discover, explore or 
map the poperty., which he said the 
pictues would fulfill 

The third step. he said, is to 
place a man on the moon or to 
urvey it from a manned lunar sat- 
ellite, 

While the Russians have disa- 
vowed any junar claims on the 
basis of hitting the moon with their 
pennant rocket, Haley said, they 
uUmost certainly will make a claim

“Teaching is 
the only profession in Canada 
which is paid for by labour, and not 
by the quality of the work," writes 
Garner.

Some didn't reach grade eight level 
in qualification tests. Less than 
eight percent of 568 students at the 
Teachers’ College in Frederickton, 
N.B., had an average of 75 percent 
Or more in junior matriculation ex- 
aminations. Grade eleven educat- 
ion, a junior matriculation certif- 
icate and a Letter of Standing 
from qa Provincial Board of Edu- 
cation is all that is presently re- 
quired from most Canadian centres 
to teach.

FALL CULTIVATION 

Prolonged wet weather has been 
interfering with the orderly work- 
ing of summer fallow ground in 
many instances, with the result 
that many fields now carry a 
heavy growth of many varieties of 
weeds. No doubt it is the intention 
of most operators to still give the 
fields a thorough going over be- 
fore freeze-up. 

I feel very definitely that this 
cultivation carried out late in the 
fall is probably one of the most ef- 
fective ways of permanently  re- 
ducing perennial weed population. 
It should however be kept in mind 
that if land has been worked a 
number of times during the sum- 
mer with a blade implement such 
as a Wide level or tiller, the land 
probably by this time is quite loose. 
It would be wise at this stage not 
to USe the tiller again but rather 
}O use a cultivator with shovels in' 
order that the ground isn’t pu- | 
verized further.
